T am describing for you today pev-

Exercise 1-—-Stand with legs wide 
apart Bend left knee deeply, keep- 
ing trunk erect and arms out at 
shoulder leve); right leg straight 
6wing trunk over to the left, letting 
the right arm swing up over the head 
and touch the floor with the left 
hand Raise trunk, straighten left 
knee, bend right knee and repeat ex- 
ercise to the right, touching the floor 
with the right hand, Swing rhythmi- 
cally from one poajtion to the other 
This requires nice muscular control 
and cannot be accomplished at the 
beginning of practice. Do not he dis- 
couraged if you find it hard to keep 
your balance at first, Repeat the ex- 
ercise four to ten mes on each side 

Exerelse 2-—-Btand with your back 
against the foot of a bed or porch 
railing that is about waist high, Raise 
left leg backward and sideways, kice 
straight and brace the foot on top 
of the railing Students of dancing 
have @ bar attached to the wall that 
they use for this exercise; this har is 
higher than I have indicated, tut for 
our purpose a greater height ts not 
necessary, Hold arms out at shoulder 
level, Swing trunk over as ta you 
can, letting both arms droop teward 
the floor, Ralse trunk and repeat 
three to aix times Change position 
of legs, putting the right up on the 
railing, and repeat trunk bending to 
left
